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REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 1914 


Concord, N. H., February 8, 1919. 
To the Selectmen :— 

We suggest that you cause the following extract 
from the report of the Tax Commission for 1914 to be 
printed in your town report this spring. It may tend to 
economy in town appropriations.

INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES 

No power has constituted the members of the tax 
commission guardians of the public in respect to ex- 
penditures for the support of government, and they have 
no disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, 
‘economy being a most essential virtue in all states,’’ 
and it being ‘‘the duty of legislators and magistrates 
* * * to countenance and inculcate the principles of * * * 
economy,’ all as set forth in the constitution of this 
state, the commissioners believe themselves to be amply 
justified in urging, as they have so often urged before, 
the importance of this subject upon the voters of the 
state. The public revenue, state and municipal, is the 
voters’ business and they are responsible, directly or in- 
directly, for every extravagance affecting it from the in- 
ception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by publie 
authority upon people or property is in the broad sense 
of the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or bur- 
densome if called a fee or a fine. In the figures that fol- 
low therefore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, 
are included with the taxes upon polls and estates. To 
illustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, 
it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estate repre 
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sent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 per 
cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the coun- 
ties, cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes, 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up-. 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it Is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 
1908 was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 
- 1903, while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent.. 
greater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in 
the last half of said period exceed that in the first half. 
These figures will be the more alarming if it is remem- 
bered that while taxes already sufficiently heavy were 
advancing 63 per cent., the population of the state in- 
creased only about 4144 per cent., and while the one was 
advancing 89 per cent., the other increased only about 
214 per cent. 

‘It 1s instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both in- 
clusive, the annual increase in all taxes defined and 
limited as above was as follows :—

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The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561,85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in 


the middle and considering the halves separately. For 
the first five years the average annual increase was $184,- 
877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is 
surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain 
a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate of 
practically half a million dollars a year without crippling 
her industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it 
is a condition not calculated to attract capital from with- 
out the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not 
less disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in 
taxes for each man, woman and child in the state. Five 
years later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, 
and in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been 
equally distributed among all the people it would have 
meant a burden of $100 for each family of five members. 
Though in reality there was little such equality in the as- 
sessment there was much in the payment. The fact is that 
those who occupy, use or consume property, no matter 
who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay most, 
if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner or 
the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and muni- 
cipal and half as much more in federal taxes for the 
government of himself, his wife and three children his 
influence and his vote would more frequently make for 
economy in appropriations and expenditures than here- 
tofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand 
except in part. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


During the past year there has been more than the 
usual amount of work for this Board, as the outbreak of 
scarlet fever proved a long winter with us. In those 
houses when the regulations of the Health Board were 
eomplied with the disease was soon controlled. In cases 
where carelessness and disregard were shown the result 
was otherwise. Heedlessness and carelessness may, how- 
ever, generally be trusted to bring their own penalties. 

We are glad to be able to report that the people 
generally are better appreciating the necessity of keep- 
ing children away from school when suffering from 
doubtful symptoms, and after known exposure to con- 
tagious diseases. 

It is equally necessary that the child or children 
should be kept away from other children and not be 
taken to a church or place of entertainment while under 
suspicion, 

Public opinion should condemn those foolish, heed- 
less, or wilful persons who, for their own selfish pleasure, 
take the chance of spreading contagion to others, thus 
creating great and unnecessary private or even a public 
expense and danger.

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The school board presents its annual report to the 
voters of the district with much satisfaction, as through- 
out the year few changes in teachers have been necessary. 
It is true that we have not now as many who are normai 
graduates or holding. state certificates as we had when 
our last report was made. Still we have been fortunate 
in securing young ladies whose hearts are in their work. 
We realize that the best is none too good and‘ wish once 
more to call your attention to the fact that for every 
teacher who is a normal graduate or holds a_ state 
certificate the state allows a‘rebate of $2.00 per week. 

At the opening of the spring term we found that the 
South School building was leaking badly and although 
we had not raised extra money for that purpose it was 
economy to shingle it at once. 

Feeling that we should have later editions in some 
of our text books we have made several changes, not the 
least important being the introduction of the Palmer 
method of penmanship. In eases of other books badly 
worn, they have been exchanged for new ones. 

As the time for the fall term approached we found 
that it would be much more economical to combine 
School No. 1 with Nos. 2 and 3, considering the fact that 
so few pupils remained to attend No. 1. When classes 
become small in size the interest is not kept up and the 
best results are not obtained. It is very gratifying to the 
School Board to note that this has brought about a much 
better attendance and seems a very successful plan. 


In the primary departmeyt at the West School we 
find for the fall term an average attendance of 21.79 
with only 22 pupils. This is indeed a good record—one 
of which teacher and scholars should be proud 

We would make special mention of Ruth Webster, 
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the only pupil in the public schools of the town whose at- 
tendance has been perfect for the year. |
